L ' He Crown of France for the Foundation of a future Peace, will ob 
ſerve the Weſtphalia and Nimeguen Treaties: 

Il. Notwithſtanding the ſaid Crown. intended to keep Strachurgh and 
Laxemburgh, and give for an equivalent Friburg, ih the State it is in at pre- 
ſent, with its Dependencies: And alſo Brifack, with all its Fortifications, ex- 
cept thoſe of the new City, the Fort of Eſch and the Fort of Ryne, to be de- 
moliſhed: Nevertheleſs upon the Allies refuſing to accept them, the ſaid 
Crown promiſes to give up the City of Strasburgh only in the Condition it 
was in when taken.

VIII. Madam the Dutches of Orleans will not proceed by "TRAY on lier Pro- 
teſtant Subjects, but will proſecute lier Right only before a competent J udge 
in relation to the Eleqor. 

IX. To give Satisfaction to the other Crowns, iti relation to other Reve⸗ 
nues: that is to ſay to the Crown of Swee den, for the Dutchies of Deux. ponis, 
and all its dependencies.
